In The Naturalist Mr.Albert Henry 
Pawson makes a brief contribution to 
the study of the influence of water 
plants on the land surface. 
'^‘There 
are several ways in which these plants 
tend 10 diminish the water space and 
to increase the dry land. 
By their 
own decav Ihev form vast masses of 
*/ 
vegetable soil in sliallow waters and 
on water margins; by occupying run­ 
ning streams they moderate the flow 
of the current and give it time to de- 
[)osii its'silt; 
by 
their 
creeping 
rhizomes and spreading roots they 
fix the Ixm] of a stream and preven't its 
being scoured and deepened by floods, 
and again in times of flood tliey serwe 
as a sieve or strainer, arresting all 
floating and much suspended 
solid* 
matter.” 
'Lhis is indeed a familiar 
theme, hut the author discusses it 
with iVeshness and wit!i ap[>reciation 
of its dramatic interest. 
“ Incli by 
inch, as the result of this accumula­ 
tion and decay, the land creeps in up­ 
on the mere; more and more solid 
grows the edge; the aqueous plants re­ 
treat from the now shallow margin, 
the terrestrial plants advance, finding 
firmer footing; (he sedges and reeds 
crowd on their floating 
neighbors 
whicli need space and cannot endure 
the siiade; these, too, press forward, 
and the open water grows less and 
less; it is invested on every side, and it 
is plain that its complete subjugation 
is now only a matter'of time.” 
It 
would be of interest to procure some 
actual measurements of the amount 
and rate of land-winning and to study 
in minute detail 
the 
elimination 
which proceeds as the mere is closed

The first issue of the Topeka 
Capital under the 
editorship 
of 
R ev. Chas. M . Sheldon, who will 
conduct it one week as he thinks 
Christ would were He on earth, 
was issued this morning. 
The or­ 
dinary daily circulation is only 15,- 
000, but at duplicate editions are 
to be printed in Kansas City, N ew 
Y o rk , Chicago and London, it is 
thought the total circulation for 
the week will reach 500,000. 
The 
editor’s instructions to his staff of 
assistants are as follows : 
1. 
A v o id the use of slang in 
writing reports, both words and 
phrases. 
2. 
Submit all interviews to the 
persons interviewed. 
3. 
If a reporter is assigned to 
interview a person and the person 
does not wish to talk, do not in­ 
sist upon— do not quote a man un­ 
willingly. 
4. 
N o theatrical news of any 
kind is wanted. 
5. 
Sporting news— only clean 
sports are wanted ; athletic sports 
and clean sporting events will be 


covered. 
6. 
In reporting crime go into 
the cause«, but avoid the horrible 
details; find out if liquor or some­ 
thing else caused the criminal act. 
^ 7. 
Political stories must be non­ 
partisan. 
8. Scandals— a void them. Waste 
no time on th em ; they will not be 


printed. 
In a friendly chat with the local re­ 
porters he asked them not to use the 
abbreviation “ pop” in speaking of 
one of the political parties in the 
state. 
It is his instructions that 
no matter relating to patent medi­ 
cines or tobacco will be permitted 
to appear in the advertising col­ 
umns. and that all theatrical adver­ 
tising will be rejected. 
T he first page of the Capital as 
usually printed is devoted to tele­ 
graphic news. 
Under the Shel­ 
don arrangement it will today con­ 
tain at the head of the first column 
a short prayer written by John H. 
Vincent, in these words : 
“ A morning prayer and resolve 
(by Bishop Vincent) ; 
I try this 
day to live a simple, sincere,serene 
life ; repelling every thought of dis­ 
content, self-seeking and a n x ie ty ; 
cultivating 
self-control 
and 
the 
habit of silence; practicing eco­ 
nomy, cheerfulness and 
helpful­ 
ness. 
A n d , as I cannot in my own 
strength do this, or even with a 
hope of success attempt it, I look 
to thee, O Lord, my Father, in 
Tesus Christ, my Savior, and ask 
for the gift of the Holy Spirit.” 
The prayer is double-leaded and 
inclosed in an ornamental border. 
This 18 followed by a special article 
under the head of “ Starving India 
F ifty Million People Affected 
B y the F a m 
i n e — 
Conditions G row ­ 
ing Worse Instead of Better 
The 
Urgent Need of A id from Chris­ 
tian A m erica.” 
In connection with this article is 
a note by Editor Sheldon, which 
says; 
“ The 
Capital knows 
of 
no more important matter of news 
the world over than the pitiable 
condition of famine-stricken India. 
W e will give the latest and fullest 
information of the progress of the 
scourge in the .following articles. 
If every reader of this paper will 
give 10c to the relief fund for this 
terrible India famine w e may 


able to save thousands 
of 
lives. 
W ill you do it? 
Let us have a 
share in helping our brother man. 
For 
these 
50,000,000 
starving 
creatures are a part of^ that human 
family which Jesus taught us to 
love when he taught us to say ‘Our 
Father.’ ” 
The matter relating to India is 
made up of an article by Rev. J. 
E. Abbott, of the Bombay mission, 
copied from the Advance ; an arti­ 
cle from the Outlook, giving Lord 
Curzon’s official statement of the 
situation; an article by the 
Rev.

Another arrest for complicity in 
the Goebel assassination was made 
yesterday afternoon at the Central 
Kentucky asylum for the insane at 
Lakeland, 
twelve 
miles east of 
Louisville, when W . L, Hazelipp, 
of Grayson county, steward of the 
asylum, was taken in custody. He 
was 
brought 
to Louisville 
and 
placed in the county jail, which 
now contains five of the prisoners. 
It is charged against Hazelipp 
that some of the mountaineers were 
cjuartered there and made trips to 
Frankfort every day, returning in 
the evening. 


O f the several men who were 
quartered there, it is said one was 
the assassin, and 
that nearly all 
the suspected men had been detail­ 
ed for the shooting, the one having 
the most favorable opportunity to 
do the work. 
T.he discovery of 
this plot is said to have been due 
to the overhearing of a conversa­ 
tion between two of the men on 
their return 
to 
the 
asvlum 
one 
night 
“ I was within six feet of -___ 
----------- today and 
could 
have 
killed him, but

was 
afraid 
would have been seen /’ said 
of the men, “ but I will get 
tomorrow. ’ ’ 
No, sir, 
said the other, “ you 
had your chance today and did not 
take it ; so it’s iny turn tomorrow,” 
Whittaker, it is charged, is one 
of the men who was quartered at 
the asylum making the daily trip 
to Frankfort. 
Hazelipp denies all connection 
with the consoiracy.
